Swinging the ax with vigor, Ful- 
ton county commissioners Tuesday be- 
‘gan drastic cuts in salaries of county 
‘employes in an effort to balance the 
_ budget for the year. Reductions rang- 
jing from 10 to 25 per cent were or- 
‘dered in salary accounts, in addition 
‘to the 15-day payless vacations or- 
dered some time ago. 

The commission’s program, includ- 
‘ing cuts made Tuesday and those to 
| be made today, will save the county 
'more than $20,000 a month from 
‘salaries totaling $180,000 a month, ac- 
| cording to Paul 8S. Etheridge, chair- 
man. This means that the yearly sav- 
ing will be nearly $250,000 out of a

It was almost two years ago to- 
night that Sharkey’s furious efforts 
to beat back the German challenge 
ended in a foul blow and the award 
of the title to the German contender 
in a match which was to decide a 
champion to fill the vacancy left by 
Gene Tunney’s retirement, 

Cheers and Jeers. 

There was a stillness that seemed 
to hold the entire world in its grasp 
as the furious 15th round ended and 
Joe Humphries, veteran New York 
announcer, collected the slips from 
Referee Gunboat Smith and Judges 
Charles F. Mathison .and George 
Kelly. 

He stood and raised his arm. 
There was an intake of breath that 
sounded almost like a note of hyste- 
ria as 75,000 people leaned forward 
to hear. 

And then it came. “The new 
world’s champion, Jack, Sharkey, of 
Boston.” 

There was a great rumbling cheer 
but there were some jeers in it, too, 
because the champion had fought a 
magnificent fight against a superior 
boxer, 

In ,the ring, Sharkey’s handlers 
leaped in and lifted him aloft. They 
put him down and he and Schmeling 
met in the center of the ring. From 
one a dream had just slipped away. 
To another, eight years of striving 
had finally brought him the highest 
award in the profession he had fol- 
lowed for 10 years.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—(UP) 
Prohibition again overshadowed eco- 
nomie problems in congress. today 
with a widening of the breach between 
Senator William E. Borah, of Idaho, 
‘and the republican party. and a dec 
laration by John N. Garner, of Texas, 
democratic speaker of the house, in 
favor of repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment. 

Borah quoted Postmaster-General 
Walter F. Brown, administration cam- 
paign leader, as saying in a private 
conversation that he preferred the re- 
turn of the saloon to the present pro- 
hibition situation. 
| Borah revealed that he himself had 
worked for months on a prohibition 
plan that would permit use of intoxi- 
cants but. would protect dry states 
and prevent return of the saloon. He 
had made some progress regarding 
protection, he said, but concluded that 
ithe return of the saloon in some form 
|could not be prevented under any al- 
ternative plan to the 18th amendment. 

Garner, from dry Texas, in a long 
Statement on cufrent problems, said: 

“Whep the prohibition amendment 
was proposed I, as a member of con- 


gress, voted against it. I have never 
believed it sound or workable, and it 
should be repealed.” 

Garner's statement recognized for 
the first time the presidential boom 
for him. It ended: 

“I appreciate the support of my 
friends and am willing to serve my 
country and my party to the limit of 
my capacity.” 

The unequivocal stand of the pep- 
pery Texan was thought by many 
leading democrats to insure a short, 
unequivocal prohibition plank in the 
platform to be adopted at Chicago 
next week—one shaded strongly to- 
ward modification of the 18th amend- 
nent, 

There was also talk of a Roosevelt- 
Garner ticket, with the southerner 
vice presidential running mate to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, of New York. 

Later Borah revealed the text of his 
own personal prohibition keg which 
he wrote and unsuccessfully urged on 
republican leaders before the Chicaga 
_ conventiow’ after .convincing -himself 

that no feasible alternative to the 18th 
amendment was available. His plank 
called for enforcement and pointed out 
that when tired of prohibition the
